Source of Supply 


The Sugar Supply for the 
United States is mostly drawn as 
Raw Sugar from Cuba, Hawaii 
and Porto Rico, although we do 
get some Cane Sugars from the 
state of Louisiana, and some Beet 
Sugars from the states of Michi- 
gan, Idaho, Utah, Nevada, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and California. 
The Domestic Sugars come on the 
market from October until De- 
eember and the Import Sugars 
reach us from January on until 
the crop is exhausted. 


Sugar Prices 


All Raw Sugar Crops of 1918 
and 1919 were bought and paid 
for by the United States Gov- 
ernment and sold by them to the 
refiners. These-refiners then mar- 
keted this sugar under a license 
plan with their profits restricted 
to what the Government consid- 
ered a reasonable margin. Under 
this Government plan there was a 
difference between Raw and Re- 
fined Sugars of about four cents 
per pound. 


In the late Summer of 1919, the 
Cuban growers offered to the 
United States Government their 
entire crop of Raw Sugars at 61% 
eents per pound. The Govern- 
ment did not see fit to continue 
their 1918 and 1919 Sugar plan, 
but did say to the Beet Refiners in 
the West, that they should not get 
over 11 cents for Refined Granu 
lated Sugar. Afterwards this was 
raised to 12 cents. About this 


same time, they allowed the Lou-: 


isiana plantation owner to market 
his plantation Sugars at 17c per 
pound. Naturally the Beet man 
felt that he was not being treated 
right and what became of the 
Beet Sugars we don’t know. The 
crop, however, seemed to clean up 
very readily and it possibly went 
into the hands of the speculators, 
who saw an opportunity to make 
big money.

PARIS, June 10.—The amazing ex- 
_tent to which Germany has violated 
\the military clauses of the peace 
treaty is revealed fully for the first 
itime in definite data and figures fur- 


inished the Post-Dispatch, partly by 
'the French Ministry of Foreign Af- 
‘fairs, partly by Marshal Foch’s In- 
'telligence Department. The infor- 
'mation in question provides an ex- 
‘planation of France's fears of the 
recrudescences of German militarism 
|and her insistence upon the rigid en- 
| forcement of the Versailles terms by 
the allied governments. 

It is claimed that even a casual 
'perusal of the long list of German 
'evasions demonstrates the delibera- |

Yesterday I received a pamphlet from 
the Bell Telephone Co., of which I read 
two pages.

There is, however, one strange thing 
nbout the whole matter and that is that 
the local telephone company never has 
i a request to make that the parent com-

paid for the use of telephone instruments. 

The parent company owns every tele- 
phone used by the local company, rents 
it to them, but never can ths local com- 
pany go into the open market and buy 
instruments, own and operate them for 
20 or 30 years at one cost. That would 
stop the leak and they would t be 
unable to show the Public Serv Len. 
mission that they are losing moffy. They 
would then be able with present rates to 
pay more money to the poor telephone 
operator, they would have to split an oc- 
casional melon with the stockholder and, 
in fact, they would have more money 
than needed to make the Bell one of the 
best-paying businesses ever put on the 
map. 

The few who compose the parent com- 
pany are getting richer on royalties and 
rents for patents which are expired and 
are patents in name only, but the local 
company must rent the Bell patents for 
the good of the service and good of the 
coming generation of the owners of the 
parent company.

cree of Oct. 31, 1918, as successor to the 
Imperial Bank. The wording of the decree does 
not indicate any recession from Bolshevist prit- 
ciples. As nearly the whole of Soviet Russia? 
trade and industry, says the decree, are now res® 
lated by the state and financed as part of 
budget, a state credit institution fs no longer nee 
essary. Banking may atill have use for the sur 
viving minor private industries, and also for 
vate savers; but these small needs “no longer jar 
tify the existence of a special bank,” and 
bank's work can be done by the central and local 
departments of the Commissariat of Finance.
